Two boat lines. maintain 
daily services on Lake Okeechobec— 
one between Canal Point and ‘Moore 
Haven and one between Canal -Point 
and Pahokee and Clewiston, the latter 
line serving two islands in the lake as 
well as the mainland communities. «A 
third line connects ‘Clewiston and South 
Bay. ‘There are busses daily on Con- 
ners Highway to Okeechobee and West 
Palm Beach from Canal Point. With 
the lake, the canals, the cross-state 
highway and the railroads, this section 
of the upper Everglades has excellent 
transportation facilities. Refrigerator 
car service is provided for shipments 
of vegetables. 
PRODUCTS OF THE SOIL 

Sales of vegetables have been made 
at the rate .of $3,000 to the acre. This 
was posible because 300 hampers of. 
beans or:more were raised and sold at 
$6 a hamper and followed by tomatoes ; 
or eggplants or peppers or other vege- 
tables were picked and shipped inlong 
succession through the year. Seventy 
bushels of corn to the acre has been 
made not infrequently. Sugar cane 
makes 40 tons to the acre and rattoons 
for six or seven years. Bermuda, St 
Lucie, Napier and other grasses grow 
more luxuriantly than on the sand 
lands. Potatoes are a staple ‘crop in 
the muck soils, - Peanuts do so well 
that a Portland, Maine, firm bought 
65000 acres of muck lands to raise 
peanuts and extract the oil to make a 
cooking compound. . 
In the present stage of upper Ever- 
glades development trucking is the 
chief industry; this is so ‘because the 
ground can be prepared quickly and is 
easily’ cultivated, the crops'are turned 
into ready monty as soon as gathered 
and the markets have absorbed the pro- 
duction. New land back from the lak 
had.best be put to staple crops and de 
voted to poultry and, dairying. 

Avocados and other = sub-trdpical 
fruit trees do exceptionally well be 
cause of tite richness of the soil, the 
immunity from freezing weather and 
the stability of water levels. 

H MUCK SOILS 

The he area that is being de 
seribed is muck that is ftom ‘six to 
fourteen feet deep, with clay and soft 
limestone under it. Shell is mixed in 
the muck and is found in larger quan- 
tity. in’ ‘the underlyi formation. 
Prodigious yields are obtained from 
the muck soils without the application 
of fertilizers. Lucie -canal, nine 
miles north of Canal Paint, the edge of 
the Everglades mack soil is only a few 
miles back fromthe 139: th ne of 
muck sways to the cas! the ex- 
tends southwardly, so the muck sec- 
tion runs 20 miles east of Canal Point.

, The development of the sugar cane 
industry at Canal Point is the result p 
Practical and scientific observation" 
which extended over a period of many 
years. The outstanding achievements 
of the many efforts toward the upbuifd- 
ing of the sugar industry in this section 
are the sugar mill of the Bryant and 
Anderson interests and the United 
States government sugar cane research 
fields, both of which are on the out- 
skirts of Canal Point. 

A survey of sugar cane plantings in 
1914 disclosed the fact that there were 
approximately a total of five acres of 
cane in the whole of Palm Beach coun- 
ty. This was used principally for 
syrup Toons and was grown at and 
near Indiantown: and on the old Kil- 
itary Trail, in the rear'of Jupiter, Lake 
Worth and Delray. Now and then one 
caught glimpses of sugar cane in gar- 
dens and fields of the county but these 
consisted of small clamps of* a few 
stalks used for cating purposes only. 
The cane was of different varieties, the 
more prominent of .which were- the 
white, the ribbon and the red.

in Palm Beach county, Within three 
or four years under tis management 
there were established on his company's 
Property four ‘distinct fields of. cane. 
the locaitons of which were Canal 
Point, Indiantown, Loxahatchee Dairy 
and the S. S. ranch headquarters on 
the St. Lucie canal one and one-half 
miles from Lake’ Okeechobee: Obser- 
vation of the cane plantings and polar- 
iscopic tests of tfe sugar contents of 
the different canes of the various fields . 
immediately followed the develópment 
at the four locations. 

A syrup mill of. 250 gallon dai 
capacity wàs constructed át the S. 
ranch on the St. Lucie canal fo take 
care of the cane grown'at that location. 
The cane grown at the Canal Point 
field was brought in barges from Canal 
Point to the St. Lucie “canal syrup 
mill which was operated under the 
direction of. Howard Eells, who 
had had práctical syrup-making experi 
ence in Louisiana. The production of 
cane and syrup soon aroused the inter- 
est of government officials in the De- 
partment of Agriculture in Washing- 
ton. Mr. P. A. Yoder, in charge of the 
J. S. go pment cane experiment sta- 
tion at, Cairo, Georgia, visited this sec- 
tion and sént down various cane cut- 
tings which were planted at the Canal 
Point field. The bureau of chemistry 
of the Department of Agriculture | in 
Washington cooperated financially and 
otherwise with the Southern States’ 
Land and Timber. Company in estab- 

lishing á syrup mill at the Canal Point

DRAINAGE 


"There is a "rainy season" and a "dry 


Season” in Florida, and because 
rainfall is not well distributed through- 
out the 12 months of the year and” be- 
cause the country is prairie, a system 
of draniage is advisable and has been 
* proved to be practical and beneficial. 
‘The main system is to keep Lake Okee- 
chobee from overflowing, which is done 
by St. Lucie canal; Secondary systems 
are to take surplus water off of the 
surface of the land in one season, and 
to irrigate in another season if needed. 
The part of the upper Everglades on 
the east and south shore of Lake Okee- 
chobee has the best water-control sys- 
tem ever devised. 

In the region we are now discussing 
there are six .canals: the 
canal, the West Palm Beach canal, the 
Hillsboro canal, the, North New river 
canal, the Miami canal and the “cross 
canal,” five of them running out from 
Lake Okeechobee: These canals are in 
a distance of 30 miles, within an avor- 
age distance of six miles of one an- 
other. 

In this territory are five 'sub-dis- 
tricts, with secondary systems: the 
Palm Beach drainage and highway dis- 
trict, the Highlands Glades district, the 
Pahokee district, the "Farmers! Co-op- 
erative district and the Pelican Lake 
district. The plans of two of the dis- 
tricts provide for pumping systems. By 
the use of properly placed ditches soil 
is sub-irrigated. The water levels and 
the quantity of water can be regulated 
to meet the varying demands of the 

~ crops and the seasons. The cost of this 
service is less than irrigation in the 
west. 
CLIMATE 


“The climate of the upper Everglades 
and particularly of the Lake Okeecho- 
bee region, is good beyond the belief of 
persons who have mot investigated. 
‘Records kept by observers of the Unit- 
ed States. Weather Bureau show a 
xange of temperature of as much as 20 

in 24 hours of summer days;

North and south, Lake Okeechobee is 
40 miles-long; east and west it is 35 
miles wide. "When winds blow over 
Lake Okeechobee, however ‘cold they 

. may be in winter, their temperature is 
mitigated by the warmth of the lake" 
water they-blow over.” This gives a 
large ‘measure of immunity from frosts, 
particularly protecting land a mile or 
so back from the lake. , The climate is 
such as to make practicable the growth 
of tender vegetables in winter 
insure the growth of 
other sub-tropical fruit trees.

tw . DRAINAGE 


"There is a "rainy season" and a "dry 
season” in:Florida, and because the 
rainfall is pot well distributed through- 
out the 12 months:of the year and be- 
cause the country is prairie, a system 
of draniage is advisable and has been 
proved to be practical and beneficial. 
"The main system is to keep Lake Okee- 
chobee from overflowing, which is done 
by St. Lucie canal. Secondary systems 
are to take surplus water off of. the 
surface of the land in one scason, and 

_ to irrigate in another season if needed. 
The part of the upper. Everglades on 
the east and south shore of Lake Okec- 
chobee has the best water-control sys- 
tem ever devised. 

In the region we are now discussing 
there are six canals: the St. Lucie 
canal, the West Palm Beach the 
Hillsboro canal, the, North New river 
canal, the Miami canal and the “cross 
canal,” five of them running out from 
Lake Okeechobee. These canals are in 
a distance of 30 miles, within an aver- 
age distance of six miles of+one an- 
other, 

In. this territory are five sub-dis- 
tricts, with secondary system: the 
Palm Beach drainage and highway dis- 
trict, the Highlands Glades’ district, the 

‘Pahokee district, the Farmers’ Co-op- 


district. The plans of two of the di: 
tricts provide for pumping systems, By 
the use of properly placed ditches soil 
is sub-irrigated. The water levels and 
the quantity of water can be regulated 
to mect the varying demands of the 
crops and the seasons. The cost of this 
service js less than irrigation in the 
west.

What if Lake Okeechobee did go to 
elevation 12.5 feet instead of 16.6 or 18 
feet—who would be hurt? Would the 
injury to anybody or anyt!

TWO SUGAR MILLS 
IN EVERGLADES 


Continued from first page 


lands they were offering for ‘sale were 
suitable for the culture of sugar cane, 
among other things, but when the land 
had been sold there was no mill at 
which could be ground the cane that 
ight be grown in the land they had 
ld. During their land selling cam- 
paign Bryant & Anderson had investi- 
gated and studied ne-growing and 
sugar-making: when the time was right 
for growing cane in the Florida Ever- 
glades land and there was no mill, they 
undertook the organization of ‘a com- 
pany to install and operate one. 
this undertaking: they were successful 
and a mill was established on West 
Palm Beach canal about two miles 
from Lake Okeechobee, in a region 
where ‘settlers’ "patches" of sugar cane 
indieti that cane could be grown 
successfully in large acreage as wel] as 
small. Owners of land did hot move to 
plant cane in sufficient acreage to fur- 
nish tonnage for the mill, however, and 
the Bryant & Anderson company, , tlie 
Florida Sugar S Eoo rosse e 
pany, was compelled to make’ pi s 
of additional land and itself engage in 
growing nr for the mill. The 
severa] shifts in plans and conditions 
created difficulties but these were sur- 
mounted and the mill at Canal Point 
was operated in the season of 1923 and 
the season of 1924. It will operate with 
a large output in the season of 1925. 
The officials of the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Company had only to satisfy 
themselves ‘of the practicability of 
sugar-making in the Flérida Ever- 
glades and go ahead with their plans; 
the promoters of the Florida Sugar 
Food „Products Company had to micet 
and Overcome the doubts of a larger 
number) of persons. Admitting that 
sugar cane did grow and thrive in the 
muck soils of the Everglades, doubt 
was expressed that the sucrose content 
of the cane was heavy enough'for the 
commercia] production of sugar. When 
a long series of laboratory tests was 
successfully supplemente: by tests 
made in syrup mills and in sugar-mills 
to which the cane samples were ship. 
ped leng distances, question was rais 
as to whether the juices of the cane 
could be clarified economically; this 
latter question has been settled in the 
two seasons in which sugar of good 
color and high quality from the Canal 
Point mill has been made.

In the meantime the father wWants|- 
the little daughter whom eyen man- 
dates from the supreme and circuit 


courts in his favor have so far been 
powerless to return to him. 

More than three years ago, carefully 
watched over by the husband and her 
parents, the Bollingers, Airston's young 
wife passed away, gerne Marguetitc, 
then but three weeks old. 

In the volume of dacuments filed at 
the court house the story is told of how 
Mrs, Bollinger, the grandmother, then 
claiméd possession of the child. The 
father, knowing no better person to 
take care of his infant tham its grand- 
mother, consented and even. went so 
far as to atrange plans for Marguer- 
ite's education when she grew to 
womanhbdod. 

Some time later the Bollingers. then 
having a house at Lake Worth, filed a 
petition for Marguerite’s ad 
which was granted by the then 
Judge Davis. Then Airston’s 
attorneys, Stapp & Vinning of Miami, 
attempted to’ vacate the motion, but 
failed. It was a following action of 
habeas corpus, taken which won, the 
supreme court order returning - Mar- 
guerite to him. A AC 

Recalling .that the Davis decision 
was based on "some sort of agreement" 
between the parties, the supreme court 
opinion, made available yesterday, 
stated that "It is not sufficient that the 
person having temporary custody ' of 
the child understand that the -parent 
has granted him permanent custody. 
The parent must also have that under- 
standing- ” It held that Airston 
had the right through proper court 
channels to claim Margwerite whenever 
he so desired. 

Two and a half years after his wife's 
irston married a trained nurse. 
well able to care for Marguerite, and 
was in a much more favorable financial 
condition, so that, the court ruled, there 
was no question of the capal 
either parties to care for the litt!
